to Mr. Btanton's character as it then stood.
Between these two men it did not seem as
if there could be any relations which iwmplied
confidence or friendship. If Stanton hiw-
self was any authority for his own sentiments,
he had no respect either for the horse con-
tracts or the *“‘nigger arming” (as he called it)
of his predecessor, and Mr. Lincoln had just
as little. Stanton was appointed not to carry
out but to put an end to Cameron's poliey
with all its corruptions. I admit that since
the evidence you have furnished of Mr, Stan-
ton’s duplioity in other malters, it becomes
possible to belisve he may have been insia-
cere about this also. Still your attempt to
deceive the publie was inexceusable,

Of my own knowledge [ know nothing
about Cameron’'s appointment or removal;
but I will give youn the main facts briefly and
without the alic enormia, as 1 have them on

andoubted authority, and as I firmly believe |

them. A bargain was made at the Chicago
Convention of 1860 thatin case of Linsola's

pnomipation and election Cameron should re. |

ceive 8 Cabinet appointment, Mr. Lincoln
wias no party to this contract; but after
much persuasion and prossure he consented
to ratify it by trying Cameron as S8ecretary of
War, Before the end of nine months the
experiment ended, as you know, and as every-
body else knows, in a complete and total
failure. Mr. Lincoln, sesing this, determived
to get rid of him, and expressed his resolution
in a letter addressed to Mr, Cameron and oar-
ried by Mr. Chase, then Becretary of the
Treasury. 'That letter is not now in existence,
but Mr. Chase described it as curt—that is to
gay, plain, short, and direct. Mr. Cameron
understood and felt it as an abrapt dismissal.
He afterwards got it suppressed, and a cor-
respondence different in its whole tenor and
effect substituted in its place. Ever sinco
then he bas been trying to create the opinion
that he retired from a department full of rich
jobs, not only without compulsion, but ia
gpite of the President's affectionats desire
tEal he should remsin and manage them as he
bad done before; and be mekes it a part of
his story that he was permitted to desigaate his
successor. He contrived lo producve soms
belief of this on the mind of Mr. Chase; bat
if Mr. Cbase bad known more of (ameron’s
character and previous history, be might have
been less croedulous,

Of the fact that Btanton was appointed on
Cameron's suggestion we have not s spark of
direot evidence exeept Cameron's own state-
ment, and all the clronwmstaness make that
iwprobable, If the President made up his

hunting a head forit. Bat concede that no
thought was taken for the new officer be-
fore the removal of the old one, can it be
that the President decided the whole anes
tion in favor of a man never mentioned be-
| fore, on the mere suggestion of the officer he
was discarding, and withont seeking advice
from those members of the Cabinet who still
retained his favor? The suppressed letter
in, therefore, not ounly an important fact in
| itself, but it has the gravest inflnence on the
credibility of Mr. Cameron’s whole tale.
Other questions signify but little in compari-
son to that.

destroyed except for the purpose of making a
false impression. This compels me to show
| that your conduet in the affuir has been snch
as admils of no justification except that burn-
ing loyalty and intense patriotism which con-
| verls all vice into virtne,

After your first article appeared, and before
my answer to it, a leading and very distin-
gaished member of the Ilepublican party in

| this State told you that yon had misstated
the facts concerning Mr, Cameron’s relire-
| ment, and espeoially the important and prin-
cipal fact of the suppressed note from the
President; and he referred to the Chief Jus-
tice, who, npon being interrogated, gave you
the wuthentic information that such a note
bhad been written, delivered, and suppressed.
| Thereupon you solemnly promised that if yon

| ever had ocoasion to refer to the subjest |

again, you would fel the whole truth, Basides,
Judge Chase, after my review of yon, wrote
me a lelter from Sandnusky, Ohio, in which he
said that he bore the note in question, and
mentioned that he bad also written to you.
What he wrote yon of course I do not
know, but he certainly did not give you one
version and me another. You had, there-
fore, the writien statement of the Chief
Justice, in addition to his verbal assarance,
With ull these lights before you, and with
all the obligations of common veracity,

| strengthened by an express promise to tell |

| the truth, what do yon do in yonr second
article? Why, you simply stick to your first
story. Nay, you take great tronble to smng-
gle the truth away, and bury it ont of sight;
for, jnstead of producing Judge Chase's let-
| ter to yoursell, in which the fact, no donbt,
is fairly stated, you give us an extract from
another letter written by him to Cameron,
from which you are ‘‘permilted to quote”—
nothing whatever on the subject of that im-
| portant letter. I forbear to say much that
| ought to be said abont this part of your be-
r'lmviur. beeause the distinguished gentleman
| before spoken of has taken you in hand, and
| will doubtless jerk na acknowledgment of
the facts out of you, in spite of all your shuf-
